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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection/Allowance. 
Since this application is eligible for Continued Examination under 37 CFR 1.114, the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been paid, the finality of the previous Office action has 
been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 1 0 January 
2008 has been entered. An action on the RCE follows. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on January 10, 2008 was 
filed after the mailing date of the allowance on October 10, 2007. The submission is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 16, 18 - 20 and 22 - 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 16 recites the limitation "the at least one associated file" in line 15. There 
is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

4. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

5. Claims 1 - 3, 6 - 1 0, 1 3 - 1 6, 1 8 - 20, 22 - 29 and 31 - 32 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

To be statutory, a claimed computer-related process must either: (A) result in a 
physical transformation outside the computer for which a practical application is either 
disclosed in the specification or would have been known to a skilled artisan, or (B) be 
limited to a practical application with useful, concrete and tangible result. 

A practical application can be either physical transformation or a useful, concrete 
and tangible result. 

The claim recites a method for generating a profile for a selected file; 
transmitting the selected file; associating a globally unique identifier; determining if 
any of the file is missing; and searching for the missing file. 

For it to be a tangible result, it must be more than a thought or a computation and 
must have a real world value rather than being an abstract idea. The invention as 
recited in the claim for determining if any of the file is missing; and searching for the 
missing file. It is unclear as to what kind of tangible output is obtained by searching for 
the missing file. 
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6. Claims 25 - 29 and 31 - 32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the 
claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

To be statutory, a claimed computer-related process must either: (A) result in a 
physical transformation outside the computer for which a practical application is either 
disclosed in the specification or would have been known to a skilled artisan, or (B) be 
limited to a practical application with useful, concrete and tangible result. 

A practical application can be either physical transformation or a useful, concrete 
and tangible result. 

Claims 25 - 29 and 31 - 32 are not limited to tangible embodiments. In view of 
Applicant's disclosure, specification page 6, the medium is not limited to tangible 
embodiments, instead being defined as including both tangible embodiments (e.g., 
removable storage and hard disk drive) and intangible embodiments (e.g., a link). 
These particular sections in the disclosure refer to "communication media" and/or 
"transmission media". 

Therefore, the claim is drawn to a form of energy. Energy is not one of the four 
categories of invention and therefore this claim(s) is/are not statutory. Energy is not a 
series of steps or acts and thus is not a process. Energy is not a physical article or 
object and as such is not a machine or manufacture. Energy is not a combination of 
substances and therefor not a composition of matter. 

As such, the claim is not limited to statutory subject matter and is therefore non- 
statutory.
